I. Claims 1 and 3-6 (in part), drawn to a method of treating depression 
comprising administering a1,2,3,4-tetrahydronaphthyridine, in combination 
with a second compound for treating depression, and a pharmaceutical 
composition thereof, classified in class 514, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 1 and 36 (in part), drawn to a method of treating depression 
comprising administering a 3-oxa-1,8-diaza-naphthalene, in combination 
with a second compound for treating depression, and a pharmaceutical 
composition thereof, classified in class 514, subclass 230.5. 

III. Claims 1 and 3-6 (in part), drawn to a method of treating depression 
comprising administering (1 -ethyl-propyl)-[2-methyl-8-(2,4,6-trimethyl- 
phenyl)-quinolin-4-yl]-amine, in combination with a second compound for 
treating depression, and a pharmaceutical composition thereof, classified 
in class 514, subclass 311. 

IV. Claims 1 and 3-6, drawn to a method of treating depression comprising 
administering a corticotropin releasing factor (CRF) antagonist not 
encompassed in the Groups recited supra, in combination with a second 
compound for treating depression, and a pharmaceutical composition 
thereof, classified in various subclasses of class 514, depending on the 
specific CRF antagonist contemplated. 
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V. Claim 7, drawn to a method for treating or preventing a cardiovascular 
disease comprising administering a CRF antagonist in combination with a 
non-CRF antagonist, classified in various subclasses of Class 514, 
depending on the particular antagonists contemplated. 

VI. Claims 8 and 9, drawn to a method for treating migraine or non-migraine 
headache comprising administering a CRF antagonist in combination with 
a non-CRF antagonist, classified in various subclasses of class 514, 
depending on the particular antagonists contemplated. 

VII. Claim 1 0, drawn to a method for treating emesis comprising administering 
a CRF antagonist in combination with a non-CRF antagonist, classified in 
various subclasses of class 514, depending on the particular antagonists 
contemplated. 

The Groups are distinct, each from the other, for the following reasons: 
The Groups have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification and their recognized, divergent subject matter. The searches required for 
each Group are not co-extensive resulting in an undue burden to the Examiner. Each 
Group is capable of supporting a separate patent. Thus restriction for examination 
purposes, as indicated, is proper. 

Further, Groups IV-VII contain claims that are generic to a plurality of disclosed 
patentably distinct species comprising CRF antagonists and non-CRF antagonists in 
Groups V-VII. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, even though this requirement is traversed. 
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Should Applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, Applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the Examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species that are written in dependent form or otherwise include all of 
the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are 
added after the election, Applicants must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species. MPEP 809.02(a). 

A proper election will name one specific CFR antagonist and one specific non- 
CRF antagonist if Group V or VI or VII is elected; and one specific CRF antagonist if 
Group IV is elected. 

Applicant is advised that to be complete, the reply to this requirement must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement is 
traversed (37 CFR 1 .143).
